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Lions Planning Holiday 

Street Lighting Program 
— Contributions Asked 

At tha October 26th meet. 
ing, the Bethel Lions Club vot- 
ed to continue their annual 
Christmaa Street Lighting pro- 
gram, providing sufficient 
funda were availahle to install 
overhead lights in the business 
section. As may be recalled 
thera was some eritieiam about 
the fact that the 1958 Christ- 
mag lighta were limited to two 
trees~-one near the Common 
tind the second by the Monu- 
ment on Main Street, Many 
people perhaps do not realize 
the costs involved in carrying 
out an extensive lighting pro- 
gram, For ‘example the two 
trees Ughted in 1968 which re- 
quired approximately 100 light. 
bulbs cost the Lions Clob more 
than $25.00 for power alone. 
Nearly 600 bulbs are needed to 
cover the business section with 
averhead lights and the power 
coats rise proportionately. At 
the last regular town meeting 
the citizens of Bethel appropri- 
ated $75.00 towards Christmas 
lighting and {it is hoped that 
this will caver electrical power 
reauirementy if the lighting 
period is reduced to a maxim- 
um of two weeks. 

The light -bulbs are also an 
expensive item since their life 
is at best three years. During 
the pant few years as a result 
of the Lions Club'y Pree Eyo- 
glass Proxram for needy chil- 
dren, insufficient funda were 
available for normal Iight-bulb 
replacement and therefore a 
complete lighting program will 
require the purchase of almost 
500 light bulbs af.20¢ per bulb. 
There is ilso a conalderable 
amount of repair and replace- 
ment work neressary on the 
lines, part of which coats money 
and other, 4 good deal of time 
and energy on the part of the 
elub members. Needless to aay, 
the matter of finatallation is & 
considerable task in itself part- 
ieularly on a cold, windy Dec- 
ember day. 

The Liona Club members are 
more than willing to contrib, 
ufe the time and energy requir: 
ed and probably the Clab Trea- 
aury could stand aame monetary 
agssiatanee on the project. The 
Club, hawever, carinot carry the 
entire financial burden and 
eontinue their Free Eyeglass 
Programs. We therefore must 
appeal to the townapcople for 
ailditional = funds. Several 
membera have agreed fo 
solicit contributions and if fa 
heped that those approached 
will he willing fo help put the 
Christmas lights back in Reth- 
el.
